You can till a hall easily in this country if the topic is combating 
communism. 


Americans abhor communism as a doctrine and a sy stem of life. 
Nev ertheless, in a curious way a lot of this nation's citizenry seems to 
he drawn, consciously or unconsciously , to certain communal notions 
about property . 
The flagrant thiev ery of the av owed criminal is one thing. Quite 
another is the taking of property which the taker, somehow, persuades 
himself is less than theft. 
We hav e become great ‘•borrowers,” often glossing ov er the fact 
that the borrowing is done without that essential Ingredient—p*rmis- 
sion of the lender. 
For long y ears, many hav e conv inced themselv es that “ souv enir 
collecting” justified lifting all kinds of objects from hotels, motels and 
similar establishments serv ing the public. 
When. as (odav , this reaches the point where people march out of 
these places bearing lamps, telev ision sets, blankets and other costly 
items, it suggests that the souv enir hunters are going for pretty big 
game. 
The new justification, ev idently , is that these public establishments 
“ can afford it.” There is no feeling, it seems, that an indiv idual is be* 
inc robbed—only that some impersonal thing, a faceless management, 
Is being ‘’taken.” 
Obv iously this is self-deception of a high order. Calling theft by a 
lesser name does not make it any thing but theft. And it is a piece of 
effrontery to declare that any establishment “ can afford it.” For what 
the “ impersonal” managements do is compensate for losses by charg­ 
ing c\ery bodv higher prices for sen ice. 
One of the worst signs of the “ y our property is mine” philosophy 
Is ♦fc** depletion of college and public libraries 
by theft. An eastern 
school reports it loses some 2.000 books a y ear 
this way . not to men­ 
tion other losses through inundation (the party ruthlessly slices up a 
book to get those parts he wants). 
Here, plainly , the losers are all the honest students who need to 
use the books but cannot. The selfish thiev es believ e their priv ate re­ 
quirements are superior to the general need. 
Trespass on other People's land is a steadily rising fav orite. The 
fellow who orders trespassers to leav e is regarded by some as a sore­ 
head who does not understand that the land he bought as his own 
should be shared with ev ery body . 
All of this, of course, adds to “ something for nothing” and “ the 
world owes me a liv ing.” 
But hasn't this kind of comforting self-intox ication gone much too 
far? The “ something” has to be taken from “ somebody .” The “ world” 
ttn-ns out to be one or more persons. 
Taking from them, whether it be* an ash tray or a telev ision set. is 
thiev ery . No amount of shiny paint can make it any thing else.

About America’s Culture

NEW YORK UP)—Is America, h ome of th e fast bu ck, 
becoming a world cu ltu ral leader? 
Th ere are some intellectu als wh o fondly believ e so. 
Bu t George London, born in Mon­ 
treal. Qu ebec, regarded by many as 
th e world’s finest baritone, th inks 
th at, cu ltu rally speaking, we still 
h av e a long, long way to go. 
“Th ere are abou t 150 fine Ameri­ 
can singers permanently engaged in 
German cities,” remarked th e Metro­ 
politan Opera star. “Wh y are th ey 
ov er th ere? Th ey are ov er th ere be­ 
cau se th ey can find no work ov er 
h ere.” 
“Th ere are few opera companies 
in th is cou ntry , and only one th at h as 
a fu ll season. Th erefore ou r talented 
y ou ngsters h av e to go abroad to find 
a place to display th eir talent,” h e 
said. 
London feels th at th e fine arts 
will nev er tru ly flou rish in th e United 
States u ntil th ey get some kind of 
gov ernment su bsidy . 
“Cu ltu re is still a kind of dirty 
word h ere,” h e said, sh aking h is 
h ead. “Th e fu nds th at wou ld h av e to 
be requ ested to giv e th is v ast cou n­ 
try th e kind of cu ltu ral life it de­ 
serv es are controlled by people liv ­ 
ing th e ru ral areas. 
“Th e representativ e from Plowed 
Grou nd, Iowa, doesn’t giv e a damn 
wh eth er a large city h as an opera 
company , a legitimate th eater, a bal­ 
let trou pe or a fu lltime sy mph ony 
orch estra. 
“Th ere s more money appropriated 
ev ery y ear to keep th e wh ooping 
crane from becoming ex tinct th an 
it wou ld take to start a modest pro­ 
gram of su bsidizing th e arts.” 
London, 43, trains to keep in sh ape. 
“Th e pu blic h as been conditioned 
th rou gh motion pictu res to keep v is­ 
u al sigh t of a performance, it s es­ 


sential today th at we keep in better 
sh ape th an th e opera stars of a gen­ 
eration ago,” h e said. 
For a wh ile London u sed to work 
ou t sy stematically with bar bells. Bu t 
th at became too complicated for one 
wh o trav els as mu ch as h e does. 
Bar bells are too wearing on th e 
ordinary bell h op. 
“Now I follow a regu lar program 
of calisth enics. Th at’s pretty boring, 
bu t after a wh ile it gets to be like 
bru sh ing y ou r teeth .” 
One of th e traditional woes oi th e 
baritone is th at in most operas h e is 
relegated to th e role of v illain, and 
th e tenor winds u p with th e pretty 
girl. Th is doesn’t worry London. 
“Th e tenor may get th e girl on­ 
stage, bu t th at’s not so tru e off­ 
stage,” h e said drily . 
“It is difficu lt for a tenor to lov e a 
girl, becau se h e’s so mu ch in lov e 
with h imself h e doesn’t h av e mu ch 
left ov er for any one else. Of cou rse, 
th ere are ex ceptions, bu t—”
